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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant continues to argue that , inferring, from 
that number of packets lost, that capacity has been exceeded does not seem to automatically imply that the adjusted rate is "a function of 
the determined bandwidth capacity of the network. Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's allegation that Wesley does not 
disclose of the adjusted rate being a funciton of the determined bandwidth capacity. Examiner redirects Applicant to Wesley's reference, 
specificially in col. 3, lines 56-67, claim 1 and col. 5, lines 27-35, where Wesley clearly establishes that that congestion condition while 
receiving packets indicates that the bandwidth capacity of the network within the sampling window does not support the receiving packets 
at the current rate, thus in turn a recevier sends feedback signal information to direct the sender to adjust a rate of transmission for the 
stream of packets that is supported by the network. Furthermore, when the number of packets being received exceeds the capacity, 
adjusting the rate is function of a bandwidth capacity of the network at the sampling window. In additions, Applicants are presenting 
additional argument, which do not render the claims allowable after the prosecution on the merit is closed. 
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
